laOXDON, O ct 5.— The past week 
has been full of rumors that the 
Powers have at lengtli agreed upon 
concerted action in regard to T u r ­ 
key, 
but there appears to be little 
to 
justify 
the 
reports, 
although 
there are indications that the east­ 
ern barometer is rising in England. 
While the national protest against 
Turkish 
barbarity 
continues una­ 
bated, there is one fact noticeable— 
public feeling, which formerly dis- 
tincdy favored isolated action on the 
part of England, has now veered in 
the direction of joint action with 
the Powers, 
and 
especially 
with 
Russia. 
This feeling is undoubted 
ly the outcome of the czar’s visit to 
the queen, and there is an impres 
sion that the interviews betw’een the 
czar and the marquis of Salisbury

It is said that the Brit­ 
ish premier assured the czar that 
Great Britain did not desire to do

A member of the house of com­ 
mons must resign his scat and seek 
reelection on accepting office. 
The 
only post exempt from the rule is 
I the secretaryship to the treasury. 
This custom was established by an 
act of the reign of Queen Anne. The 
object of compelling a representa­ 
tiv e 
to submit 
his 
acceptance of 
office to the judgment of his con­ 
stituents was to restrain the corrupt 
influence of the crown over parlia­ 
ment by its 
power of conferring 
¡places of profit on servile and ob­ 
sequious members. 
The danger the 
statute was designed to avert is now 
happily* past 
and gone. 
The sov­ 
ereign 
is still, 
theoretically, 
“ the 
source of justice and of mercy; of all 
offices, 
honors, 
emoluments 
and 
chartered rights;” 
and as such is 
supposed to confer their offices on 
the members of the administration, 
but in reality the appointments are 
solely made by the prime minister. 
It is under him and not under the 
crown that ministers hold office. 
The act of Anne, however, con­ 
tinues in operation, despite the fact 
that the complete revolution which 
has since occurred in the political 
life has made it entirely remote from 
the realities of the present time. 
Several unsuccessful attempts have 
been made to repeal 
the statute. 
The only modification of the original 
act is that provided in the reform 
act of 1868 , by which a minister who 
may be removed from one office to 
another in the same administration 
need 
not 
seek reelection.— Cham­ 
bers’ Journal.
